And the same paper gives 
the Democratic party a useful hint, 
namely : If it will merely our* itielf of 
its chronic habit of blundering, seoare 
harmony on at least two of the, vital 
questions in National'politics, convince

HE ABANDONMENT OP FOBT HALLEOK. 
Rumors, seemingly well auihantioat- 


sd. have reached us from time to time 
during tha past month or BO, to the 
effect that the troops stationed at Fort 
Halleck, in this county, would soon 
be removed permanently, the buildings 
and movable property cold, and the 
land now occupied thrown open to pr«- 
emptors aud homesteaders for settle- 
ment. It is to ba hoped this is not 
rue, 
says the Elko Free Press, but 


should these rumors prove to be well 
oundedthe result will lead to inevitable1 


»vil consequances that may hereaftsr be 
seriously regretted by our Government, 
as the presence of the military at Fort 
Htilleck has heretofore I.- da wholesome 
and restraining influence on the In> 
dians, particularly those inclined to join 
the hostile Bannocks in their occasional 
raids upon tha peaceable Shoshone* 
and white settlers. Wo do not believe 
;hat the present military force at Camp 
Salleck can b» 
entirely withdrawn 


without endangering the lives and prop- 
erty of the isolated settlors, the pros- 
pectors and cattle men. 
If, however, 


moh abandonment is seriously contem- 
plated by the War Department, 
no 


;ime should be lost on the part of our 
citizens in issuing their solemn pro- 
test against placing so many lives and 
so much property in jeopardy, by whnt 
we balieve to be an unwise move on the 
p<wt of that Department. Such pro- 
test should be urgent and emphatic, 
aud the attention of our Congressional 
delegation iu both Houses should be 
called to this mutter, with a request 
that they make such proper representa- 
tion to the Hon. Secretary of War as 
will cause the Department to hold the 
matter of abandonment under advise- 
ment until a more thorough investiga- 
tion shall have beeti had, showing con- 
clusively that a permanent removal o: 
troops from that station will cause grea 
danger to citizens of this section. 


We have, however, reason to believe 


that the qusstion of removal of the 
troops from Fort Halleok and its aban 
donment has been only partially can 
vussed, and not affirmatively decided 
Even if such a conclusion should bi 
reached we are creditably informed tha 
troops will be retained at the Fort fo: 
at least another year. In the mean- 
time OUT citizens should be up and do 
ing in preparing and circulating peti 
tions and protests against such perma 
uect removal of troops and the aban- 
donment of the Fort, setting forth many 
reasons why such an order should nol 
be carried into" effect, in strong and un- 
equivocal language. 


THS VFASTEFOL BESEBVATION. 


A range of mountains extends 


the west of Walker Lake which is ful 
of mineral ledges. 
The reservation in 


eludes the richest portion of the min 
oral belt, says the Hawthorne Bulletin 
and probably not ten Indians visit thi 
section in a year. Some of these ledge 
have been prospected ; on one consid- 
erable work was done by the discover 
era, who 'were not aware that they were 
on holy ground, which was not to b 
profaned by the sinful industry of white 
men. They developed a very fine mine 
and then learned that they could re 
oeive nothing for it, because the 
erument thought it necessary to main 
tain a reservation to gratify the vanity 
of a few wrinkled old chiefs aud to as 
sist in the disbursements of the revenue 


There is timber on this range anc 


water even to the tops of the peaks 
In the canons are tracts of arable lane1 
which would be cultivated if white men 
wore permitted to go there and-mako 
uomes. All prospectors who have been 
over the range agreo in reporting tha 
it is very rich unu that the mines coulc 
ba easily worked. 
Nevertheless, al- 


though the Indians scarcely ever go on 
these mountains, aud then but to hunt 
stray hirsea, no one may mako use o 
the wealth that lies there guaidod by 
(ho reservation lino. 


Now, when the expense of keeping 


up the reservation does no good to'nrn 
person, and when its abandoniaen 
would simply be taking away fioui thi 
Indians sojie 
territory which they 


neither need nor use, can anyone allow 
wherein the injustice would he iu throw 
ing it open to the whites, who woulc 
utilize the resources, and, in so doing 
make living easier and better lor the 
Indians, who much prefer 
banging 


around mining camps to drawing i.ition 
on a reservation. 


A GOOD PL.ATFORW'

MINING EXCITEMENT AT BULLION. 
John E, Gilli|{an, of Elko, who has 


ust returned from a tour o.f inspection 
o Bullion Mining 
District, situated 


about twenty-five miles south 
of B«o- 


awe—the point of departure from the 
•ailroad—gives a glowing account of the 
mines, the richness of the ore and the 
general prospects of the camp. 
He 


says, according to tho Elko Independ- 
ent, that a whirlwind of excitement, re- 


»rding these mines is rushing through 
jander connty anit spreading like a 
prairie fire. The denizens of Lewis 
aie just packing 
their 
goods—and 


aousee, too—on jacks, and navigating, 
bag and baggage to the now camp. 


Three mines havo been sold to out- 


side capitalists and two others bonded, 
within the past two weeks—and three 
newly-incorporated companies are now 
shipping outfits to Baowawe with which 
;o begin operations. About two hun- 
dred prospectors are in the district, and 
n order to supply the demand for ex- 
iilarating drinks to saloons—with ths 
canopy of heaven for a roof and a bar- 
rel-head for a bar, running three shifts 
of tenders—are kept as busy as they 
nre primitive. 
A first-clas» hotel— 


board $10 per week in advance—is con- 
ducted under a roof of willow branches 
supported by forked sticks, the culinary 
outfit consisting of a frying-pan, coffee- 
pot and Dutch oven. The rules of the 
house permit no grumbling, upon pain 
of being instantly fired. Those with- 
out blankets are employed on the night 
shift, as those adjuncts to comfort are 
not needed for day snoozing. 
• The superintendent of the 3-stnmp 
chloride mill—only one in the district— 
Mr. Pilz, formerly of Cornucopia, is 
turning out 300 pounds of bullion per 
week, and he is now grading for the 
erection of an improved 10-starcp mil 
immediately. 
Other mills will also 


quickly follow, for there is plenty of ore 
to keep them steadily employed. 


Mr. Gilligan may possibly be ovei 


sanguine, but in speaking of those now 
going into camp lie remarked, "Thej 
have much the best of those who rushec 
oflf to Arizona, Wood River and other 
foreign excitements, for before the lat- 
ter can get back, a town lot in the city 
of Bullion will be in itself a bonanza.

SILVER AX D GOLD. 


'reduction oftUe Precious Metals In 


the United State*. 


The following is an abstract of the 


pecial report of Burchard, Director of 
he Mint, upon the production of the 
recious metals in the United States, 
or the year j.882 was $32,500,000 in 
;old and $46,800,000 in silver. Com- 
ared with the previous year, this shows 


a decline of $2,220,006 in gold and an 
ncrease of $800,000 in silver. 
The 


comparative decline in the production 
f gold was greater in California than in 
any other State or Teritory, the yield 
being $1,400,000 loss than in 1881. This 
resulted fiom the interruption to hy- 
draulic mining in somo northern and 
middle counties of the State, owing to 
itigation, and also from the falling off 
n the production of the quartz mines 
at Bodie. 
In Oregon, where mining is 


chiefly plncer, therj was a diminution, 
and also in Nevada, Idaho and Dakota. 


In silver, the principal increase was 


n Idaho, Montana and New Mexico, 
Idaho showing an increase of $700,000, 
Montana $1,740,000 and; Now Mexico 
41,500,000. 
Colorado furnished about 


$GOO,000 less silver than in 1881. 


Of the bullion production of the 


country, $30,904,057 in gold and $31,- 
400,792. in silver was deposited at the 
mints and assay offices for coinage or 
return in bars to depositors. 
Of the 


deposits of gold, $5,600,000 was paid in 
bars for manufacturing purposes, and 
the remainder went into coinage. There 
was $1,400,000 furnished by private 
refineries 
for manufacturers of the 


United States. There was an export oi 
$175,000 in silver bars. 
Of the total 


silver production, $15,750,000 was ex- 
ported, $5,994,000 furnibhed by tho 
mints and assay offices to manufacturers, 
$350,000 by private refineries for the 
same purposes and $24,700,000 used in 
coinage.

In 1882 $99,399,175 was paid in divi- 


dends by incorporated companies. This 
was a slight falling off from the pro- 
ceding year. One hundred and seventy- 
five companies made assessments upon 
their stockholders for the purpose of 
carrying on mining operations, amount- 
ing to about $9,000,000. 
During the 


year there was a greater decline in (he 
amount deposited at the mints and as- 
say offices than the difference between 
the gold production of 1881 and 1882, 
but there was a larger amount of gold 
consumed by the mechanical industries 
of the country. 
The amount of silver 


deposited at tho mints and assay offices 
increased about $3,500,000, which cor- 
responds closely to the increased pro- 
duction of the year. 
The excess oi 


production ove>r consumption during 
the year, added to the net of import 
gold, resulted in a not gain to the cir- 
culation of less than $2,000,000 gold, 
but, by the coinage and net import of 
gold, the metallic circulation gained 
$39,700,000 in gold and about $27,600,- 
000 iu silver coin. 


California still maintains the second 


place in the list of gold and silver pro- 
Jucmg States and Teintories, and is 
iiksly to do so for some time to coruo. 
The suits brought to prevent the de- 
posit of debris from placer and hydrau- 
;io mines have been virtually settled. 
More attention is also being paid to the 
development of quartz mines in Call 
forma and their low-grade ores by im- 
proved amalgamating processes, which 
promise to yield in the future steady if 
f not large profits. Its gold fields show 
no evidences of exhaustion. On the 
contrary the magnitude of the deposits 
in the ancient river-beds, tho number 
aud permanence of the quartz lodes as 
well as the virgin ground yet unde- 
veloped, insure a golden harvest for 
many years to come. 


Nevada shows a decrease in gold and 


silver of about $1,500,000, -which is 
chiefly due to the rapid decline in the 
yield of the great Comstock lodu, which 
bus reduced it from the first to the 
third rank. This State has suffered 
probably more than any other mining 
section from stock 
speculation and 


management on the mining boards, but 
a reaction seems to be setting in, and 
mining in Nevada is being conducted 
on a more substantial basis than in the 
preceding year. 


In Montana the mining industry has 


increased in importance, the increased 
yield having been in silver, which from 
$2,630,000 in 1881 is in 1882 $4,370,- 
000. Utah shows an increased produc- 
tion of $400,000 in silver, and the per- 
manency of the mining industry of the 
Territory is assured. Arizona has main- 
tained her large production of nearly 
$8,600,000. 
New Mexico, the oldesi 


mining section of the country, has not 
hitherto appeared as a large produeer 
of bullion, but during the last two year 
rich discoveries have been made, which 
have increased the annual production 
to $1,800,000. 
In Colorado, it has 


been claimed that there was a large ex. 
cess of production in 1882 over that o: 
1881, but an examination of reports o: 
shipments of ore and bullion and thi 
reports of smelting works, shows tha 
the increase has been iu the value o 
the base metals. 


According to the writer of aa article 
n ".Extraordinary Finger N»il»" in. the 
Vorld of Wonders, it is the custom of 
he Chinese, Siamese and Annameie to 
How the nails of all their fiagora, ox- 
apt the fore-finger, to grow to a great 
ength, and among the former they 
ometim«s attain the incredible length 
f from sixteen, to eighteen inches.

As 
regards the little finger, the writer telli 
us that "Embassadors and visitors^of 
distinction from Asiatic States to En- 
rope are often observed to permit tha 
excessive growth of the nail of the little 
finger, and this is also a common occur- 
rence with many of the people of India 
and other parts of Asia."—[Notes ano\
